NEW IDEAS, SUGGESTIONS, CRITICISM ALWAYS WELCOME 


Dear QUEST, 

Having just read the March edition of your fanzine I felt I had to put pen to 

paper, or should I say Finger to keyboard!! Can I just start of by stating this.? thank 

you. WHAT A LOAD OF XXXXXXXX, DO YOU REALLY THINK WE ARE THAT BAD over 
here in Northern Ireland, (Norn Iron to us natives). Hows about a history lesson, not 
about the political side which no-one here gives a @*% about, but ours as Nl's 
biggest promoter. 

This June we are a big TWO. Our first rave, in a marquee in the middle of the 
countryside, attracted a mere 300 people, due to a pea-soup fog. Most of the cars and 
buses couldn't find the venue so they returned to Belfast. Our next event two months 
later - illegal also - in two barns side by side on the border with Southern Ireland had 
just over 800 people. Both these events were allnighters. We went legal in Christmas 
'91 with 1600 people turning up to hear our guests Jumpin' Jack Frost and Moby. Each 
event we have put on has been bigger than the previous one, as word spread about us 
and our reliability. Our biggest event was last November when we were granted 
Irelands first all night license to run from 7pm to 7am. A massive 3000 people packed 
into a local leisure centre to hear N-joi, Dream Frequency and Tri-Core (from here). 
The DJs for the night were, from Italy Francesco Zappala, Pablo Gargano and Guilio 
Cesare, from the USA was Joey Beltram. The UK DJs wre Colin Dale, Top Buzz, Kenny 
Ken, Micky B, Vertigo and Judge DRedd (a local DJ). We now have three different 
types of event which we put on: 

1. the smallest event is for 600 people and runs weekly with a guest English DJ & MC 
each week. 

2. the six weekly event for 1800 with usually 3 guest DJ's plus an MC 

3. the quarterly event - once it's running smoothly - for 3-5000 people.
